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On 10-10-40 detectives att: ached to C.BeH.Q. Col. 
wWiilst rendering -ssistince to the Japanese Gendermerie 
conducted a rid at liouse No.4 Lane 429 Amiral Bayle. 
wherein it was believed members of an anti-Japanese 
terrorist orginization were residing. 

No arrests were mede however, but a seargh of 
the room resuited in the seizure of five mauser pistols, 
three Gnith & Wesson Revolvers and 1330 rounds of anmmu- 
nition. 

Amongst these firexrms one, a mauser aute 7.835, 
No.691746 wia upon examination found to have been used 
in this crime. 

This seme pistol was also used in the murder 
of Supt. Tan Shao Liang. B*Well F.I.R.2556/40. 

Arrests which were made during the course ef 
enquiries were closely interrogated, but none sould be 
connected with the Medium Club murder. 

It is believed that the firearms belonged to a 
section of a Pro Chungking Terrorist Organization know 
as the "Blue Shirts", which section was under the com 
mand of one named Wong faung (i ) 1.30 has not yet 
been atrested.

However, wsaen it was pointed out 
to him that SUNG, who according to his (TU's) 


etatement. was aman without meane and woula not 


pietolsc and tnat it was hardly credible that ZUNG 
would resort to what amounted to a massacre of TU's 
friends sna relatives to satisfy a private gerucge, 
however vitter he felt, TU admitted that he himseir 
wae at a loss to understand tiie case. Seeing that 
further persuasicn would prove fruitless ht? was 
requested to wake a voluntary statement as to his 
antecedents, which he agreed. (A copy of his 
statement is attached hereto). Subsequently, TU 
was sent back to Bubbling Well Station at &.50 peme 
cctober 22. 

It is of interest to note tnat the gangsters 
responsible carried out the shooting in a wanton and 
reckless manner, indicating that no particular persons 
had been selected as the victims of attack. However, 
they did direct thcir fire to one particular side 
and this fact is of the utmost importance in seeking 
a motive for the affair. As is the custom in China 
the guests at a wedding party are divided into two 
sides, male and female, and generally guests of each 
sex stand on the side indicated although naturally 


some encroaching is done for the purpose of 
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ac:initted tnat all the firin: was done in the direction 
or tne Fenaie sice. AS mest of the children present 
are on this side, tne attack is made to appear even 
siore brutal. 

In this light, the allegation that the 
enoittered relative ZUNG ZUNG SHING was r sronsible 
can be discounted ond his presence in the early 
stage cf the ceremony when he attempted to extort 
money is likely bo Pmeeely a coincidence cr possibly 
& blind. Acain, assassination was not the motive 
#5 kad tne alteck been the work of Chungking elements, 
and the prides -oom the intended victim he could have 
been shot tuch more conveniently and effectively, 
entering or leaving tne reception, while it must 
be noted tuat a far mere important political person 
nameiy, the Chief of the "Great Eeople Society," 

LI Yooh-quin (2 & ae ) was present, Tne attack 
being tne work of other pro-Japanese cliques for 
motives of jealousy or friction may also be ruled 
out for the same causes. 

There seems to be only one reason why the 
fire was directed away from the male guests,that is 
the possibility that the attackers were of the same 


{ political sympathies and did not wish to shoot their 


own men. If this is so then the only explanation 


| is that the attack was staged to embarrass the 


Settlement Authorities. It took place in the 
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Settlenent,was directed against pro-Japunese elements 
ana followed closely on the events in tie ‘western 
District. it may serve as a lever to erotest 


evainzt tne inefficiency or the Shanghai Mynicipal 


Police, to divert attention from the eattecks on the 
Shan gwiai Municipal Police in the Western District 
or to attempt te show that the killings in tke 
“lestern Distriet are the work of anti-Japenese 
élements since it will se pointed out that such 
elements must have been active in Shan nai because 
tney attacked pro-Japaenese officials in the 
Settlement. 

{ft will be recalled that a number of the 
members of tne TANG CHING WEI armed cang, known as 
the Chung Kuo Kuomintang Anti-Cominterr and National 
Salvation Anmy, were formerly members of another 
group nawed "Iron and Blocd Corpse.® They were 
recponsible for numerous armed outrages in the 
Western District, O.C.Le, in the early pai ot the 
current year. They were peewetenatse for several 
cases of indiscriminate shootings in vessfield Area, 
including the firing on a police van on February 22, 
1939 in Jessfield Road wuich resuited in tne death 
of C.D.C.162, LIU ZANG HUNG. After joining the 
pro-WANG CHING WEI faction tney took part in other 
indiscriminate shooting affrays including the one 


in front of the Chinese American Daily News,
